HE WON T BITE ON QUESTIONS ABOUT KYNECT 

McConnell Presses Grimes About Obamacare

At his first press con¬ 
ference after winning 
the Republican nomi¬ 
nation for a sixth term, 
U.S. Sen. Mitch McCo¬ 
nnell pressed Demo¬ 
cratic nominee Alison 
Lundergan Grimes to 
clarify her position on 
the federal health care 
reform law but wouldn’t 
say whether his plan to 


“start over” on the issue 
would include shutting 
down the state’s suc¬ 
cessful health insurance 
exchange. 

“She’s been dodging 
it for a year,” McCon¬ 
nell said Friday. “She’s 
been in this race for a 
year. It’s time for her 
to answer the question, 
“How do you feel about 
it?” Grimes, Kentucky’s 
secretary of state, twice 
refused Wednesday to 


say how she would have 
voted on the 2010 law if 
she had been a senator. 

The topic arose when 
McConnell was asked 
to reply to Democrat¬ 
ic assertions that his 
pledge to “pull it out 
root and branch” would 
end the law’s insurance 
coverage for 415,000 Ken¬ 
tuckians through the 
state exchange. 

The senator didn’t 
answer directly “This is 


another good reason why 
the two of us ought to 
have a real debate,” he 
said, recalling his post¬ 
primary proposal for 
three Lincoln-Douglas- 
style debates by the mid¬ 
dle of September. 

Asked if he would 
dismantle the state 
exchanges created under 
the law, McConnell said 
he would have created a 
national market - “tear 
down the walls, the 50 


separate silos in which 
health insurance is 
sold” - passed medical 
malpractice reform, and 
allowed small businesses 
to “band together in this 
international [sic] mar¬ 
ket.” 

Asked again, spe¬ 
cifically, if he would 
shut down Kentucky’s 
exchange, which is 
branded as Kynect, 
he said “I think that’s 
unconnected to my com¬ 


ments about the overall 
question here.” 

While polls have 
shown the law to be 
unpopular in Kentucky, 
a small plurality of vot¬ 
ers in a recent poll had 
a favorable opinion of 
Kynect. Last fall, the Ken¬ 
tucky Health Issues Poll 
found that people who 
weren’t sure how the law 
would affect them and

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Father/Son Crash Plane 
On Pennyrile Parkway

James Carner has 
never flown in an air¬ 
plane before, and after 
witnessing a single¬ 
engine plane crash 
Thursday afternoon on 
the Pennyrile Parkway, 
he said he doesn’t really 
care to. 

Inside the downed 
plane were father and 
son Mike and Ben Creed, 
both of Hopkinsville. 
An Air-Evac helicopter 
flew Mike Creed, whose 
58th birthday was Thurs¬ 
day, to the hospital. Ben 
Creed, 20, was treated 
at the scene for what 
he described as minor 
bumps and bruises. He 
left in a private car. 

Carner was driving 
north on the Pennyrile 
Parkway at about 1:50 
p.m. Thursday when he 
saw the 1943 Piper air¬ 
plane falter in the sky. 
The plane eventually 
crashed into the guard¬ 
rail off the side of the 
parkway at mile marker 
9. 

“It looked like the 
plane was coming off the 
runway over there, and 
then it started weaving,” 
Carner said. “I thought it 
was going to crash right 
on the parkway. Then it 
hit one of the trees right 
there and that’s where it 


landed.” 

Chris Miller, spokes¬ 
man for the Christian 
County Sheriff’s Depart¬ 
ment, said the single¬ 
engine airplane had 
just taken off from the 
Hopkinsville-Christian 
County Airport when 
the Creeds started expe¬ 
riencing some difficulty. 

Miller said the Creeds 
got to flying altitude but 
were unable to maintain 
it. They tried to turn 
around and go back to 
the airport, Miller said, 
but were unable to make 
it. The Creeds tried to 
land on the parkway, and 
that’s when they hit the 
guardrail. 

As he was walking to 
his car, Ben Creed said he 
was going to be fine. 

“Just a few bumps and 
bruises,” he said. 

Tommy Moore was 
another witness to the 
crash. He watched as 
the plane went down and 
called 9-1-1. Within min¬ 
utes, he said, emergency 
responders were on the 
scene. 

“I was really, real¬ 
ly happy with the way 
these people got out 
here quick,” Moore 
said. “Everybody pulled 
together and helped out.” 

Northbound traffic on 
the Pennyrile Parkway 
was shut down for sev¬ 
eral hours.

Responsible Dog Owners 
Can Prevent Dog Attacks 


Dawson Springs Officers 
Report Week’s Activities 


Dogs attacked 5,851 
postal employees on the 
job last year. The United 
States Postal Service has 
released a list of the cit¬ 
ies where dog attacks oc¬ 
cur most frequently. 

“There’s a myth we 
often hear at the Postal 
Service: ‘Don’t worry — 
my dog won’t bite,”’ said 
safety manager Linda De- 
Carlo. “Dog attacks are a 
nationwide issue and not 
just a postal problem. 
Any dog can bite, and all 
attacks are preventable 
through responsible pet 
ownership.” 

Annually, dogs bite 4.5 
million Americans, half 
of whom are children, 
according to the Centers 
for Disease Control and 
Prevention. 

DeCarlo also reminds 
customers to safely han¬ 
dle their dogs around 
USPS employees. She 
says customers should 
place dogs in a separate 
room and close the door 
before a letter carrier 
delivers their mail. She 
also asks dog owners who 


have children to remind 
them to keep the animals 
secured. Children should 
not take mail directly 
from letter carriers in 
the presence of a dog be¬ 
cause the animal may see 
it as a threatening ges¬ 
ture. 

The U.S. Postal Ser¬ 
vice places the safety of 
its employees as a top 
priority. If a letter car¬ 
rier feels threatened by a 
dog or if a dog is running 
lose, the owner may be 
asked to pick up the mail 
at the post office until the 
carrier is assured the an¬ 
imal has been restrained. 
If the dog is roaming the 
neighborhood, the dog 
owner’s neighbors may 
be asked to pick up their 
mail at the post office as 
well. 

National Dog Bite 
Prevention Week is 
sponsored each year 
by the postal service, 
veterinarians, the in¬ 
surance industry and 
others to educate the 
public that dog bites are 
avoidable.

AMENDMENT TO ORDINANCE NO. 50 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF DAWSON SPRINGS, 
KENTUCKY, AMENDING THE EXISTING WATER AND 
SEWER FEES ORDINANCE. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY OF DAWSON SPRINGS, KENTUCKY, AS FOLLOWS: 
SECTION 50.60 - WATER RATES. 


The rates for water services furnished by the city are hereby fixed and established on a 
monthly basis as follows: 


(A) Minimum water rate. The minimum water bill shall be $ 13. 8 7 $14.84 per month, 
and each water customer shall be entitled to 267 cubic feet (or less) of water in each 
month for such minimum charge.

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Creation Museum Receives 
30-Foot-Long Dinosaur

Ebenezer has long 
been dead, but he can 
still kick up controversy. 

That’s the name given 
to the dinosaur - an Allo- 
saurus - whose 30-foot- 
long, 10-foot-high fossil 
skeleton goes on display 
Saturday at the Creation 
Museum in Petersburg. 

Museum officials say 
the creature likely died in 
Noah’s flood, 4,300 years 
ago. The mainstream sci¬ 
entific community says 
that is, to put it bluntly, 
hogwash. 

“The claims of the age 
of this thing are not based 
on scientific methods,” 
said David Meyer, a pale¬ 
ontologist and emeritus 
professor of geology at the 
University of Cincinnati. 

Allosaurs, Meyer said, 
lived in the late Jurassic 
period, about 150 million 
years ago. The last dino¬ 
saurs perished about 65 
million years ago. 

Answers in Genesis, 
the nondenominational 


Christian ministry that 
built and operates the 
museum, was founded on 
the belief that God cre¬ 
ated the heavens and the 
Earth and all living things 
in six consecutive 24-hour 
days, 6,000 years ago, 
which would mean that 
dinosaurs and humans 
once co-existed. Exhibits 
such as the Allosaurus 
are designed to persuade 
people to embrace that 
literal interpretation of 
the Bible. 

Ken Ham, president 
and founder of the muse¬ 
um, said in a news release 
that having the skeleton 
will “help us defend the 
book of Genesis and 
expose the scientific prob¬ 
lems with evolution.” 

Ebenezer is considered 
an exceptional specimen, 
according to the museum, 
because of his almost- 
complete 3-foot-long skull 
and 53 teeth. And while the 
fossils of many dinosaurs 
are scattered, Ebenezer’s 
bones were found togeth¬ 
er. More than half of them 
were recovered.

Kentucky’s highway 
fatality rate year to date 
is slightly behind last 
year’s rate. So far this 
year, 186 persons have 
lost their lives on the 
state’s highways. That 
compares to 197 fatal 
accidents through this 
time last year. And it 
compares to 244 fatalities 
reported year to date in 
2012. 

Among this year’s 
fatal accidents, the Ken¬ 
tucky Office of Highway 
Safety says alcohol was 
involved 19.4 percent of 
the time.

Among the fatalities 
so far this year, eople 
20-24 years old have been 
involved nearly 19 per¬ 
cent of the time. They 
make up the largest age 
group. Those who are 55 
to 64 years of age make 
up the next largest group.

In 
all of 2013, there were 
79 fatal motorcycle mis¬ 
haps. 

The Elizabethtown 
state police post reports 
44 fatal wrecks in its 
area year to date.

Zip lines, a popular 
amusement that can send 
people speeding high 
above the ground, are not 
regulated or inspected by 
any government author¬ 
ity in Kentucky. 

Nobody on the state or 
national levels can say 
how many commercial 
zip lines exist or how 
safe they are because 
nobody keeps track. The 
Kentucky Agriculture 
Department persuaded 
state lawmakers in 2012 
to exempt zip lines from 
the “rides and attrac¬ 
tions” that it is required 
by law to oversee. 

The department says 
its rides and attractions 
inspectors — eight at 
present, with two more 
to be hired — cannot 
adequately monitor what 
appears to be a growing 
number of zip lines. 

“You know how they 
inspected zip lines prior 
to this administration?” 
asked Holly Harris Von- 
Luehrte, chief of staff 
to Agriculture Commis¬ 
sioner James Comer. “We 
were told they just sent 
the biggest ol’ boy they 
could find down the line. 
If he made it, it was con¬ 
sidered safe. Seriously. 
And we weren’t going to 
be a part of vouching for 
something if we couldn’t 
be sure it was safe.” 

The self-regulated zip¬ 
line industry normally 
gets attention after an 
accident, such as the 
one that occurred May 
10 during a crawfish fes¬ 
tival at The Red Mile, a 
racetrack in Lexington. 


An 11-year-old girl rid¬ 
ing a zip line fell about 
20 feet and landed on her 
back after a carabiner 
clip connecting her har¬ 
ness to the line broke, 
Lexington police said. 
The girl suffered serious 
injuries and was taken to 
University of Kentucky 
Chandler Hospital. 

No one was cited as 
a result of the girl’s fall 
because no laws were bro¬ 
ken, police spokeswoman 
Sherelle Roberts said. 
The girl’s relatives can 
hire a lawyer to sue the 
zip line’s owners if they 
choose, Roberts said. 

“To be frank, this is a 
civil matter. There’s not 
really anything more for 
us to do,” Roberts said. 

A spokeswoman for 
The Red Mile did not 
return repeated calls 
seeking comment. 


Managers of several 
zip lines around Central 
and Eastern Kentucky 
say their courses and 
equipment are inspect¬ 
ed at least annually by 
companies certified by 
the Association for Chal¬ 
lenge Course Technol¬ 
ogy, based in Deerfield, 
Ill., which issues written 
standards for the indus¬ 
try. The managers said 
they also conduct their 
own safety inspections 
throughout the year. 

“We’ve had 50,000 par¬ 
ticipants since we opened 
in 1992 and we have 
never had an issue,” said 
Trent Ellsworth, director 
of Asbury University’s 
Center for Adventure 
Leadership in Wilmore. 

Referring to the girl’s 
fall at The Red Mile, Ells¬ 
worth said a carabiner 
clip that is used properly 


and maintained should 
not break. 

“And there should 
never be a situation in 
which one carabiner 
failing causes such a 
catastrophic event,” Ells¬ 
worth said. “Were this 
being done properly, there 
should have been some 
other piece of equipment 
backing it up.” 

The Kentucky Tour¬ 
ism Cabinet encourages 
visitors to sample from 
a dozen zip lines around 
the state through its “Zip 
the Bluegrass” publicity 
campaign, but it doesn’t 
know anything about the 
individual operations, 
agency spokesman Gil 
Lawson said. 

“We do not regulate 
or keep safety records on 
zip lines at all. We simply 
promote them as tourist 
attractions,” he said.

their families had an 
unfavorable opinion of 
it, while those who said 
they did know how it 
would affect them had a 
favorable opinion. 

In his overall com¬ 
ments about the law, 
McConnell said a Con¬ 
gressional Budget 
Office study has pre¬ 
dicted that full imple¬ 
mentation of the law 
would still leave 30 mil¬ 
lion Americans unin¬ 
sured, covering only 10 
million. “What is the 
cost-benefit ratio of 
this kind of destruc¬ 
tion, this kind of 
impact, on 16 percent 
of the economy?” he 
asked. “The people of 
this state are entitled 
to know the answer to 
the question, ‘How do 
you feel about it?’ and I 
think my opponent has 
tried to dodge that ques¬ 
tion.” 

Joe Sonka of LEO 
Weekly writes, “Accord¬ 
ing to the CBO, by 2024 
the number of unin¬ 
sured will, in fact, be 
31 million people, but 
without the ACA there 
would have been 56 mil¬ 
lion people uninsured. 
This number takes into 
account the undocu¬ 
mented immigrants 
who can’t get insur¬ 
ance because of the 
lack of immigration 
reform, and the people 
who can’t get Medicaid 
in states that opted out 
of the Medicaid expan¬ 
sion. That means that 
when the ACA ‘kicks 
in fully’ ... 26 million 
will have gained access 
to health-care coverage 
because of it.” 


Asked if repealing 
the law would be his 
top priority as majority 
leader if Republicans 
take control of the Sen¬ 
ate, he said he wasn’t 
ready to say because 
he’s not in the majority 
yet, “but I think it’s rea¬ 
sonable to assume that 
would be a high priori¬ 
ty for us.” He noted that 
Obama will be presi¬ 
dent until January 2017, 
an implicit acknowl¬ 
edgement that Obama 
would veto any repeal 
and two-thirds votes of 
the House and Senate 
would be required to 
override him. 

Jason Millman of 
The Washington Post 
writes that the issue 
could be pivotal in 
the race. “Kentucky is 
about as big of an Obam¬ 
acare paradox that you 
could find: the state’s 
exchange is working 
well, but Obamacare 
remains unpopular in 
the state,” he writes. 
“It’s also home to one 
of the more success¬ 
ful Obamacare health 
insurance exchanges.” 
He concludes, “Grimes 
may want to have a 
better answer the next 
time she’s asked wheth¬ 
er she would have voted 
for the healthcare law.” 
She has refused to say.

One of the best parts 
of summer is splashing 
in a pool, playing in the 
back yard sprinkler or 
swimming in a lake or 
stream, but recreational 
water activity always 
comes with a risk of 
drowning. 

It’s important not to 
lose sight of this risk 
when striving to keep 
children and adoles¬ 
cents safe, writes Susan 
Pollack, director of the 
Pediatric and Adolescent 
Injury Prevention Pro¬ 
gram at the Kentucky 
Injury Prevention and 
Research Center at the 
University of Kentucky. 

“Every year in Ken¬ 
tucky, an average of 14 
children die by drown¬ 
ing. About half the

Sunscreen, sunglass¬ 
es. This should be a man¬ 
tra as when stepping into 
the great outdoors this 
summer. 

The skin needs protec¬ 
tion from the damaging 
rays of the sun, but so do 
eyes, says the Kentucky 
Optometric Association. 

“People spend a lot 
of time outdoors in the 
summer, so too much 
exposure to the sun is 
common,” Dr. Lynn 
Shewmaker, an optom¬ 
etrist with offices in Fort 
Mitchell and Dry Ridge 
says in a news release. 
“Sunglasses are more 
than just a fashion acces¬ 
sory because overexpo¬ 
sure to ultraviolet rays 
fast forwards aging of 
the eyes and increases 
the risk for serious dis- 


drowning deaths occur 
among children ages 1 to 
4,” Pollack writes in the 
Lexington Herald-Lead¬ 
er. “From 2009-11, 80 per¬ 
cent of childhood drown¬ 
ing deaths occurred at 
the child’s residence or 
someone else’s home. 
A quarter of drowning 
deaths occurred among 
adolescents, mostly 
while swimming, boat¬ 
ing or fishing on lakes 
and rivers.” 

Prevention requires 
constant supervision 
of toddlers and chil¬ 
dren around all types 
of water. This not only 
includes the obvious 
such as pools, swift¬ 
flowing creeks and large 
bodies of water, but also 
bathtubs, car-washing 
buckets and ornamen¬ 
tal ponds, Pollack says. 
Toddlers can fall in and 


eases. 

The Optometric Asso¬ 
ciation reports that the 
sun’s UV radiation can 
cause cataracts; cancer 
of the eyelids and skin 
around the eyes; benign 
growths on the eye’s sur¬ 
face; and what is com¬ 
monly known as snow 
blindness, which is a 
temporary but painful 
sunburn of the eye’s sur¬ 
face. Long-term exposure 
can cause damage to the 
retina, a lining of the eye 
that is used for seeing. 

Extended sun expo¬ 
sure can also create vis¬ 
ibility problems for driv¬ 
ers. “Spending just two 
or three hours in bright 
sunlight can hamper 
the eyes’ ability to adapt 
quickly to nighttime 
or indoor light levels,” 
Shewmaker said in the 
release. “This can make 
driving at night after 


drown even in just a 
few inches of standing 
water in a bucket. It is 
also important to empty 
baby pools immediately 
after use. 

Drowning can hap¬ 
pen “swiftly and silent¬ 
ly,” Pollack writes. This 
requires a responsible 
adult to supervise chil¬ 
dren at all times, even 
if lifeguards are pres¬ 
ent.

Supervision is need¬ 
ed even if the child is 
wearing an appropri¬ 
ately sized Coast Guard- 
approved life vest. Float- 
ies and water-wings are 
not sufficient life-saving 
devices. 

It is also important to 
create barriers to water 
sources. This can be 
accomplished by putting

Long-term sun expo¬ 
sure is also a risk fac¬ 
tor for macular degen¬ 
eration, a disease that 
destroys the part of your 
vision that allows you to 
see objects clearly, says 
the release. 

Wearing a wide- 
brimmed hat or cap can 
block about 50 percent 
UV radiation from the 
eyes, which is not enough 
protection, according 
to the release. You must 
also wear sunglasses. 

The Kentucky Opto¬ 
metric Association rec¬ 
ommends choosing lens¬ 
es that: 

• Block 99 to 100 per¬ 
cent of both UV-A and 
UV-B radiation 

• Screen out 75 to 90 
percent of visible light

Get ready for more of the same

I felt a brief surge of hope 
about Congress a few weeks ago. It 
was returning from Easter recess, 
and Capitol Hill was filled with 
talk about immigration reform, a 
minimum-wage bill, a spending 
bill to keep the government oper¬ 
ating, and maybe even funding 
for transportation infrastructure. 
But, as I said, it was brief. 

That’s because the talk turned 
out to be just that. Immigration 
reform appears headed nowhere. 
Likewise, tax reform and budget¬ 
ary discipline. The minimum- 
wage increase died in the Senate. 
Shoring up the Highway Trust 
Fund, which could go bankrupt at 
the end of the summer, requires 
either massive new spending or a 
hefty rise in the gasoline tax — and 
Congress, of course, is inclined to 
do neither. The one step it appears 
ready to take is to approve a short¬ 
term spending bill, and that’s only 
because no one in either party 
wants to risk the public outrage 
that would attend a government 
shutdown right before an election. 

Which is part of the problem. 
With this year’s congressional 
elections fast approaching, nei¬ 
ther party wants to force its mem¬ 
bers into tough votes. In fact, nei¬ 
ther party even wants to appear 
to be working with the other one. 
Republicans in the House talk 
about Benghazi, boosting char¬ 
ter schools, and Obamacare, and 
pass bills that have no chance 
of becoming law. In the Senate, 
Democrats push an extension of 
jobless benefits, try to make politi¬ 
cal hay out of the Republicans’ 
rejection of the minimum wage, 
and show little interest in mov¬ 
ing bills through to enactment. 
Listening to them separately, it’s 
hard to imagine that they inhabit 
the same country. 


This doesn’t 
seem likely to 
change as a result 
of the mid-term 
elections. Con¬ 
gress will remain 
evenly divided. 
Which means 
that for the next 
two years at least, 
the stalemate 
between Capi¬ 
tol Hill and the 
White House will 
probably contin¬ 
ue. 

As a nation, we 
face a lot of chal-

partisan labels and policy 
specifics might differ, but 
not their basic message: 
that they’re the ones to fix 
congressional dysfunction, 
partisanship and polariza¬ 
tion, and to get Capitol Hill 
moving again. Many of 
them won’t get the chance 
to put their ideas into 
action, since incumbents 
have overwhelming advan¬ 
tages at election time. Even 
those who do get elected 
will find, as they always 
do, that there’s a yawning 
gap between what seems 
possible when you’re cam- 


lenges, yet we’re not addressing 
them. Comprehensive immigra¬ 
tion reform may be “very difficult 
to achieve,” in the words of one 
leading Republican senator, but 
it’s still vitally important. Hous¬ 
ing reform, tax reform, trade liber¬ 
alization, reforming the Interna¬ 
tional Monetary Fund — all need 
congressional action. So do the 
nation’s armed services and the 
Defense Department, which face 
serious cuts because of sequestra¬ 
tion. Climate change isn’t even on 
the congressional agenda. 

Which is why we have the curi¬ 
ous sight of local governments 
trying to deal with a global issue 
by passing zoning laws and ordi¬ 
nances, in the belief that at least 
they can do a little bit to address 
climate change’s impact. Indeed, 
congressional inaction is spur¬ 
ring states to cancel planned sum¬ 
mer bridge- and road-repair proj¬ 
ects, and big-city mayors to fill the 
national power vacuum by going 
ahead with their own minimum- 
wage measures, tax increases, and 
other initiatives designed to legis¬ 
late where Congress won’t. 

Recently, I’ve been listening to 
what non-incumbent candidates 
for Congress are saying. Their 


paigning and what’s actually pos¬ 
sible once you’re elected. 

Still, the fact that candidates 
are talking about fixing Congress 
means they believe this is what 
Americans want. If they do well 
enough in the elections, perhaps 
incumbent members will notice 
that the people want Congress to 
get its act together, and to begin to 
address seriously our long list of 
problems. 

Let’s hope so, because here’s 
my fear. Congress is already derid¬ 
ed at home as bumbling and inef¬ 
fective. The perception abroad is 
even more worrisome: Capitol 
Hill’s inability to act is seen as 
a key piece of America’s decline 
as a superpower. If it turns out 
that we’ve got several more years 
of drift and dysfunction ahead 
of us, then the institution that 
our founders considered to be the 
keystone of American democracy 
risks becoming not part of the 
solution, but the core of the prob¬ 
lem.

The starvation death of a Kentucky prisoner who 
was refused medication to treat his mental illness 
should be sending alarms through the state’s prison 
system and the Beshear administration. 

The medical neglect of James Kenneth Embry, 57, 
at the Eddyville penitentiary is shocking and inhu¬ 
mane. 

Also shocking is the failure of prison officials 
to have exercised adequate oversight of medical 
personnel, including a Nashville-based company, 
Correct Care Solutions, that the state has contracted 
with to provide nurses for all 12 of Kentucky’s pris¬ 
ons. 

Reporter Brett Barrouquere of the Associated 
Press used the Open Records Act to review scores 
of documents that detailed Embry’s increasingly 
paranoid and suicidal behavior and the many oppor¬ 
tunities the staff had to intervene between Dec. 10 
when Embry all but stopped eating or drinking and 
his death Jan. 13. 

A week before Embry stopped eating, he had told 
the prison psychologist that he wanted to resume 
taking anti-anxiety medication that he had stopped 
taking in May. The psychologist, who is in the pro¬ 
cess of being fired, denied his request, even after he 
later began banging his head on his cell door and 
saying he had no hope. 

The prison doctor, who has since been fired from 
his $164,554 state job, told Barrouquere that he never 
“saw this guy, never met him.” 

Medical staff told internal investigators that they 
were not familiar with prison protocol for handling 
hunger strikes or that the prison doctor and an 
advanced practice registered nurse with the Nash¬ 
ville company had forbidden them from following 
the protocol. 

The guidelines for prisoners who refuse food 
require checks of vital signs, physician visits and 
psychological evaluations on a regular basis. The 
advanced practice nurse had refused a request from 
other medical staffers to move Embry to the infir¬ 
mary on the day he died, by which time he had lost 
30 pounds. 

The AP reports that internal reviews of the star¬ 
vation death exposed broader problems with prison 
medical care, including a failure to regularly check 
inmates on medical rounds and communication 
breakdowns among medical staff. 

This was not the first instance of neglect bv the 


prison doctor, who reached an undisclosed settle¬ 
ment with the family of an inmate who died after the 
doctor diagnosed him as faking illness. 

U.S. District Judge Thomas B. Russell Jr. wrote 
that the attention paid to the inmate’s medical com¬ 
plaints was “so cursory as to amount to no treatment 
at all.” 

Embry, who had three years left on a nine-year 
drug sentence, apparently had no family or friends 
and was buried in a potter’s grave. 

Prison officials asked prosecutors to investigate 
after the AP began asking questions. 

But the responsibility for ensuring the humane 
treatment of Kentucky inmates rests with pris¬ 
on officials and the Beshear administration. This 
appalling wake-up call should not be ignored.

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Heroin is new problem 


Working to solve one problem can create another. 

That’s what’s happened with Kentucky’s crack¬ 
down on prescription pain killers and the deadly rise 
in heroin addiction. 

In the latest in an ongoing series on the state’s 
devastating drug scourge, Courier-Journal reporters 
Laura Ungar and Chris Kenning blended shocking 
statistics with stories of heartbreak and hope. They 
showed just how much farther Kentucky must go 
before declaring a victory on drug abuse. 

Earlier newspaper reports by Ungar explained the 
tragedy of pain pill abuse, and had even taken read¬ 
ers into neonatal intensive care units in Louisville, 
where she heard drug-dependent babies wailing dur¬ 
ing withdrawal. 

Now we get the details on how heroin addicts are 
straining agencies statewide, filling jails, courts, 
hospitals and treatment centers, placing a massive 
financial burden on taxpayers while ripping apart 
families. Rare just a few years ago, serious heroin 
addiction has spread from Northern Kentucky to 
Louisville and into Eastern Kentucky. 

Reflecting a national trend, the reporters found: 

• Documented heroin overdoses in the state rose 
from 22 in 2011 to 168 during the first nine months 
of last year, but the real numbers are likely much 
higher. 

• The number of inmates booked on heroin traf¬ 
ficking charges in Louisville has gone from just one 
in 2011 to 71 last year to 100 from January to May this 
year. The jail also must cope with 30 to 90 inmates 
each day suffering through heroin withdrawal. Yes, 
that’s 30 to 90 per day. 

• Heroin users occupy nine of 10 detox beds at The 
Healing Place, a Louisville drug treatment center. 

“I’ve been around 35 years. I’ve never seen any¬ 
thing hit this fast and this hard,” said Karyn Hascal, 
president of The Healing Place. 

In 2012, the Kentucky General Assembly increased 
oversight of pain-management clinics, cracked down 
on pill-pushing doctors and required prescribers to 
use an electronic drug monitoring system. 

We’ve seen heroin usage almost on a daily basis, 


says one undercover detective in Clark County, Indi¬ 
ana. 

Authorities said they doubt those efforts were 
solely responsible for the rise of heroin. But the 
drug business cannot escape basic economics. A $25 
bundle of heroin gives the same high as an $80 Oxy- 
Contin pill, which is now harder to find. 

“It’s logical they would turn to heroin,” acknowl¬ 
edged Kentucky Attorney General Jack Conway. But 
he said, “I would not back down one iota on the pre¬ 
scription drug crackdown.” 

He said it was like “a game of Whac-a-Mole. You 
get one drug under control and another pops up.” 

Mr. Conway said Kentucky is committed to a 
comprehensive response to heroin. And Gov. Steve 
Beshear noted that new standards for health insur¬ 
ance require coverage for behavioral health needs, 
including drug abuse treatment. 

But as state officials acknowledge, it will take 
much more, and we agree. 

With so many lives on the line, Kentucky lawmak¬ 
ers could have and should have tackled heroin abuse 
during this year’s now-concluded General Assembly. 
But they failed to reach a necessary consensus. 

But it is now clearer than ever that lawmakers 
need to hold hearings before the next General Assem¬ 
bly, listen to the experts, work out their differences 
and give this new heroin epidemic the serious, in- 
depth attention that it deserves. As we said in April, 
they need to develop a heroin bill with broad support 
that can be passed in 2015. 

If the C-J’s Alton Strupp’s photograph of 4-year- 
old Ella Warren kissing the gravestone of her father, 
Jon Paul Jolly, a year after his death from a heroin 
overdose doesn’t further motivate our elected offi¬ 
cials to develop a comprehensive heroin strategy, 
nothing will. 

As Ungar reported, little Ella Warren embraced 
the gravestone and said “I love you,” later watching 
from her mother’s arms as a balloon rose in the eve¬ 
ning sky, and saying: “Bye.”

Louisville (45-15) will host 
No. 4 Kent State (36-21) on Fri¬ 
day at 5 p.m. (Princeton time) 
while the Louisville Regional 
will open with No. 2 Kentucky 
(35-23) against No. 3 Kansas (34- 
24) on Friday at 1 p.m. 

Every game of the Louisville 
Regional will be televised live 
through ESPN3 at WatchESPN. 
com 

The winner of Friday’s first 
round games will play on Sat¬ 
urday at 4 p.m., while the two 
losing teams will play an elimi¬ 
nation game on Saturday at 
noon. The winner of Saturday’s 
elimination game will play 
the losing team from Saturday 
night’s winner’s bracket game 
in an elimination game on Sun¬ 
day at 11 a.m., with the winner 
advancing to play the winner 
of Saturday night’s winner’s 
bracket game on Sunday at 4 
p.m. If needed, the two teams 
from Sunday’s second game 
will return for the final game of 
the Louisville Regional on Mon¬ 
day at 6 p.m. 

The 2014 NCAA Regional 
marks the second straight year 
and the fifth time in eight sea¬ 
sons Jim Patterson Stadium 
will host postseason baseball.

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Kentucky women headed to College World Series 


University of Kentucky sophomore 
pitcher Kelsey Nunley tossed an im¬ 
pressive 14 innings Sunday while the 
UK offense exploded with 14 runs in 
the doubleheader to lead No. 14 Ken¬ 
tucky to 7-3 and 7-1 wins over No. 3 
UCLA and earn its first appearance in 
the Women’s College World Series. 

The Women’s College World Series is 
a double-elimination tournament that 
will begin Thursday at Oklahoma City 
Kentucky (49-17) will play sixth-seeded 
Louisiana-Lafayette in the opening 
round of the event at 6 p.m. Thursday. 

“This is a special day for us,” said 
UK coach Rachel Lawson, who formerly 
coached at Western Kentucky “We’re 
going into a place that we’ve never been 
before, I feel really excited. It’s a dream 


come true for all the girls on our team and 
our staff, we’ve worked incredibly hard. 

“This particular senior class, this is 
our third Super Regional, so we’ve been 
close enough to taste it, but for it to ac¬ 
tually be a reality is very special. For 
it to happen on such a storied softball 
field, where college softball was pretty 
much invented. It feels pretty good that 
we’re advancing to Oklahoma City.” 

Nunley was the star for Kentucky 
on Sunday, tossing 14 innings, allow¬ 
ing four runs — all earned — on 11 hits 
with five strikeouts.

This is great time of the year for catching fish

A day spent catching fish from the bank of a pond 
or lake will hook a novice angler and entertain the 
most experienced one. 

May traditionally offers good opportunities for 
anglers as fish move shallow to spawn — and into 
easy casting range. 

“If you’re interested in catching fish, this time of 
year is really cool,” said Neal Jackson, western fish¬ 
eries district biologist with the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wildlife Resources. “You 
have channel catfish, you have bluegill and you have 
redear, all in the same location. 

“You could be fishing with light tackle and catch a 
12-inch redear, which fights like a mule, and the next 
cast you might catch a 5-pound channel cat on your 
6-pound line.” 

If redear sunfish are what you’re after, Kentucky 
and Barkley lakes hold excellent populations with 
some fish pushing 12 inches. 

“When you factor in the roundness of the fish, it’s 
the size of a small plate,” Jackson said. “That size 
sunfish is something a lot of people haven’t ever seen. 
When you catch one it just blows you away Even the 


smaller ones, the 10 inchers, are really impressive.” 

The redear, also known as a shellcracker because 
of its ability to crack open snail and small mussel 
shells, typically begins spawning when the water 
temperature climbs into the 70s. 

Redears colonize like bluegill, but nest in deeper 
water. To locate shellcrackers, look for bedding blue¬ 
gill up against a bank. Then focus your attention on 
deeper water a little farther out from the shore. 

Shellcrackers often gather in the backs of the bays 
in areas with gravel bottoms and vegetation like mil¬ 
foil or mustard flowers. 

“The redear seem to key on the aquatic vegeta¬ 
tion,” Jackson said. “I assume that’s got to do with 
the fact they feed on snails and mussels.” 

A period of stable weather and consistent lake lev¬ 
els help improve an angler’s odds. 

“We went a week ago and caught a bunch of fish in 
a couple feet of water,” Jackson said. “But then we 
got a 10-degree drop in water temperature. We went 
back the next day just to see if they were still in that 
same spot and we didn’t catch them. The water was a 
little muddy and the temperature had dropped.” 

Good baits include red worms, wax worms, meal¬ 
worms and crickets, or small artificial baits like a jig 


in black or brown that mimics a snail or small insect. 
Fish these underneath a bobber and close to the bot¬ 
tom. 

Another option is crawling a red worm. Tie a hook 
a few inches above a 3/16-ounce weight — anglers call 
this a drop-shot rig — then slowly move it along the 
bottom until you locate fish. 

McNeely Lake in Jefferson County, Cedar Creek 
Lake in Lincoln County, Beaver Lake in Anderson 
County and Pan Bowl Lake in Breathitt County also 
offer good opportunities to catch large redear sun¬ 
fish. 

The statewide daily creel limit is 20 fish and there 
is no size limit, but some water bodies have special 
regulations. Pick up a copy of the 2014 Kentucky 
Fishing and Boating Guide or download one online at 
fw.ky.gov for details.

300 pros will gather this week for FLW Series at Kentucky Lake 


The Rayovac FLW Series is headed to Kentucky 
Lake this week, May 29-31, when as many as 300 pros 
and co-anglers take to the water for the second stop of 
2014 in the Central Division. 

“There will be a mixed bag of patterns,” said 
George Foreman pro Dan Morehead, who lives near¬ 
by and has built his career on Kentucky Lake. “There 
are still fish shallow, so there will be a good shallow 
pattern flipping bushes and stuff like that. But some 
of the fish are starting to move out on the ledges too. 

“It can be the best time of the year to ledge fish 
but, it is in the very early stages so there’s no consis¬ 
tency You can pull up on a place and catch 20 pounds 
and then they’ll be gone the next day. The bass 
haven’t had time to move out onto river edges and 
real main lake stuff yet. If you hit it right you can be 
a hero, but if you don’t it can be a real struggle. 

“There’s another major tournament going on at 
the exact same time,” the Paducah native added. 
“That will play a big factor, too. 

“Usually my favorite thing about Kentucky Lake is 
that you can make long runs and get away from peo¬ 
ple because it is so big. This tournament won’t be like 
that. 

“As far as ledge fishing goes, I’d say jigs, worms, 
crankbaits and Carolina rigs will be good,” Morehead 
said. “There’s a shad spawn going on shallow so spin- 
nerbaits will work. Possibly some topwater baits, and 


of course flipping plastics in the bushes.” 

Morehead predicted that it would take a three-day 
total between 64 and 68 pounds to come away with the 
win. 

Anglers will take off from Kenlake Resort State 
Park in Hardin at 6 a.m. daily. Weigh-ins will be held 
at the launch site beginning at 2 p.m. Thursday and 
Friday Saturday’s final weigh-in will take place at 4 
p.m. at Country Chevrolet in Benton. Takeoffs and 
weigh-ins are free and open to the public. 

Pros will fish for a top award of $40,000 plus a 
Ranger Z518C with a 200-horsepower Evinrude or 
Mercury outboard if Ranger Cup guidelines are met. 
Co-anglers will cast for a top award consisting of a 
Ranger Z117 with 90-horsepower Evinrude or 
Mercury outboard and $5,000 if Ranger Cup guide¬ 
lines are met.

Kentucky Rifle featured in exhibit 

The Kentucky rifle, whose role in world history 
helped secure American independence and settle the 
United States, is now featured in a new exhibit at the 
NRA National Firearms Museum. The Kentucky Rifle, 
A Complete Narrative 1750-1850 spans from the classic 
American longarm’s pre-Revolutionary War origins to 
the onset of the American Civil War. 

“Kentucky rifle” is the common name for the 
American longrifle produced during the 18th and 19th 
centuries. Originating in the 1740s from German 
“Jaeger” rifles, deemed unsuitable for the backcountry, 
the Kentucky rifle was an essential tool for frontiers¬ 
men. By the 1760s, the rifle had evolved into a uniquely 
American firearm, possessing improved accuracy over 
contemporary rifles thanks to modified rifling and a 
long barrel. Although its nickname appears in adver¬ 
tisements as of the early 1800s, it was not popularized 
until the 1822 ballad “The Hunters of Kentucky,” com¬ 
memorating the Battle of New Orleans.

CONCORD, N.C. - The Earth 
will return to its normal orbit. The 
tides will resume their regularity. 
Rivers will resume their flow. 

Jimmie Johnson has won a race. 

It isn’t often that Johnson, a six¬ 
time Sprint Cup champion, goes 
six months without rolling into 
victory lane. His last win had been 
at Texas Motor Speedway Nov. 3 
of last year. The 2014 season had 
stretched through its first 11 races 
with Johnson winless. 

People were starting to talk. 

Then Johnson won Sunday 
night’s Coca-Cola 600 at Char¬ 
lotte Motor Speedway in em¬ 
phatic fashion. 

“It’s great to win, but believe me 
— and I promise you — all the 
hype and all the concern and 
worry, that was elsewhere,” John¬ 
son said. “That wasn’t in my head. 
There are plenty of voices in my 
head, I’m not going to lie. We’ve 
had great races, and we’ve had op¬ 
portunities there in front of us and 
had stuff taken away. 

“We’ve had bad races. I have to 
be honest about that, too.” 

Johnson, who is now essentially 
assured a spot in the Chase for the 
Sprint Cup and a shot at his sev¬ 
enth title, said he had little con¬ 
cern about the winless string. 

“Twelve long races,” he said. 
“I guess we’ve created this envi¬ 
ronment for ourselves. The fact 
that 12 races created that much 
buzz means we’ve done a lot 
over the years. I’ll take it as a 
compliment.” 

The Sunday victory was classic 
Johnson. He was strong all week. 
He won the pole. He led 164 of 
the race’s 400 laps. 

His big guns didn’t appear until 
the race’s closing laps, however. 
Johnson roared past leader Matt 
Kenseth easily with nine laps to 
go and won by 1.27 seconds over 
Kevin Harvick. It was Johnson 
power to the Nth degree. 

“Man, he was just mowing me 
down,” Kenseth said. “He could 
do that pretty much any time he 
wanted to tonight. Every time I 
raced by him, when he wanted, he 
had at least 2/10ths (of a second) 
in the bag, or 3. I had clean air, 
everything lined up, had the lead. 
I just couldn’t go fast enough to 
hold them off.” 

Harvick, who led 100 laps (or a 


quarter of the race), perhaps could 
have challenged Johnson, but his 
effort was sapped by a bad pit 
stop, a circumstance that left Har¬ 
vick more than a tad irritated. 

“We shot ourselves in the foot 
again,” Harvick said. “We left two 
wheels loose and played catch-up 
the rest of the night. I have to 
thank everyone on the Budweiser 
Chevrolet team for putting fast 
cars on the track, but we have to 
clean pit road up. 

“We have to clean that up be¬ 
cause we obviously can’t win 
races with the fastest car if we 
make mistakes continuously on 
pit road.” 

Completing the top 10 were Carl 
Edwards, Jamie McMurray (win¬ 
ner of last week’s Sprint All-Star 
Race), Brian Vickers, Jeff Gordon, 
Paul Menard, Kyle Busch and 
Brad Keselowski. 

Gordon finished all 400 laps de¬ 


spite battling problems with back 
spasms. He sat out Saturday’s 
final practice, and his team had 
Regan Smith standing by in case 
he needed a relief driver. 

“I didn’t think I would have got¬ 
ten through this long race,” Gor¬ 
don said. “It was tough. I was 
aching in there. There was one 
time when I got on the brakes into 
(turn) one, and it triggered some¬ 
thing. I didn’t know what was 
going to happen after that, but it 
settled down.” 

Gordon led eight laps but lost 
power late in the race. “I was 
kind of just a sitting duck — it 
got real tight,” he said. “It was a 
good effort. I’m glad that I got 
through it. It tells me a lot about 
what kind of (pain) threshold I 
have, and I just want to show this 
team the kind of commitment I 
have to them because of what 
they have shown me this year.”

Rusty Wallace’s 55 Cup wins are an envi¬ 
able mark in what was a Hall of Fame career. 
But if not for a blown right front tire on Mark 
Martin’s Ford with five laps to go in the 1994 
SplitFire Spark Plug 500 at Dover, Wallace 
would have but 54 wins. 

Martin had taken command in the 500-mile 
slugfest and led for much of the final 100 
miles. But with flagman Doyle Ford getting 
ready to hold up the “five to go” signal to the 
leader, Martin lurched to the right and 
slammed the outside wall coming out of Turn 
4. The car erupted in flames as Martin’s 
chances for victory also went up in smoke. 

All Wallace had to do was follow the pace 
car for the next five laps to pick up one of the 
most improbable - if not the most improba¬ 
ble - victories of his career. It was one of 18 
wins Wallace scored in a two-year period be¬ 
tween 1993-94, yet he came up short in the 
battle for the championship both years.

Getting Out of Bed Leads to Hiccups 

DEAR DR. ROACH: I have a strange 
question to ask and hope you can 
answer it in your newspaper article. 
Every time I stand up from being in 
bed, I get hiccups that last about a 
minute or so (at least a dozen hiccups). 
I was wondering if there is a medi¬ 
cal reason for this, or is it something 
that is just a fluke that happens to me? 
- N.C. 

ANSWER: It’s not just you; I have 
heard of several cases, and I suspect 
it’s not that rare. It’s thought to be 
brought on by a change in position 
of the stomach, which causes a reflex 
in the diaphragm. Esophageal irrita¬ 
tion, especially from reflux disease 
(stomach acid going backward into the 
esophagus), also might be a cause.

a chest X-ray and blood tests, along 
with a careful exam, can make the 
diagnosis. Other times, it’s harder to 
find. More often, it goes away as mys¬ 
teriously as it came. But it is worth 
another look. 


DEAR DR. ROACH: I am an 85-year- 
old woman living in a nursing facility 
A little before my arrival here, I began 
experiencing night sweats. I have seen 
my doctor regarding this, and he said 
he cannot help me. I feel weak when I 
wake in the morning, and I need to con¬ 
stantly change the towels I put under 
myself. This is a big concern. - A.M. 

ANSWER: I take night sweats seri¬ 
ously. Tuberculosis is the classic cause 
of night sweats, which is of immense 
concern in a nursing facility, where 
most people are tested for TB yearly. 
But other chronic infections, high thy¬ 
roid levels and even blood and marrow 
diseases like lymphoma can show up 
with night sweats. Most of the time, 


DEAR DR. ROACH: Several months 
ago, I developed a hernia on my right 
side, but with no pain. My doctor said 
I do not need an operation, because 
there is no pain. Do you agree? I am 74 
and in exceptionally good health. 

ANSWER: A hernia is a weakness or 
defect in the abdominal wall, through 
which abdominal structures can pass. 
Watchful waiting is a reasonable choice 
for an asymptomatic hernia - one that 
causes no symptoms - since only a 
minority of people with a diagnosed 
hernia will need surgery due to devel¬ 
opment of symptoms. The biggest risk 
is part of the intestine coming through 
the hernia and becoming stuck, which 
is called a strangulated hernia, and is a 
surgical emergency. Since most people 
do very well with surgical repair, many 
surgeons recommend surgery even on 
hernias with no symptoms in order to 
prevent this complication. 

How YOU feel about it is the critical 
issue. If you feel more comfortable get¬ 
ting it fixed now to prevent the chance 
of future problems, tell him so, and ask 
to see a surgeon.

Pursuant to the Public Law 113-76, the Fiscal Year 2014 Appro¬ 
priation Act the Housing Authority of Dawson Springs (HADS) 
is hereby notifying Hopkins County citizens of its proposed 
implementation of a new Flat Rent Schedule.

The HADS will set the flat rental amount for each pubic housing 
unit that complies with the requirement that all flat rents be set 
at no less than 80% of the applicable Fair Market Rents (FMR) 
adjusted, if necessary for reasonable tenant paid utility costs. 
The new flat rents amount will apply to all new program admis¬ 
sions effective September 1,2014. For current program partici¬ 
pants that pay the flat rental amount, the new flat rent amount 
will be offered, as well as the income-based rental amount, at 
the next annual rental option. 

The HADS will place a cap on any increase in family rental pay¬ 
ment that exceeds 35%, and is a result of changes to the flat 
rental amount as follows: 

□ Multiply the existing flat rental payment by 1.35 and com¬ 
pare it to the updated rental amount. 

□ The PHA will present two rent options to the family as 
follows: 

• the lower of the product of the calculation and the up¬ 
dated rental amount and 

• the income-based rent.

Julie Scheving Regains Hope And Happiness After Stroke

Holland, Mich. 

After her stroke, 
54-year-old Holland 
resident Julie Scheving 
couldn’t string a sen¬ 
tence together. 

That proved to be a 
big problem for someone 
who was a professional 
communicator. Scheving 
had worked as a news¬ 
paper editor, freelance 
writer and event speaker. 
She knew how to talk to 
people and capture their 
attention. But the stroke 
took that all away from 
her. 

It was April 16, 2009, 
when Scheving’s teen¬ 
age daughter came home 
from school and tried 
talking to her mom. 
But Julie wasn’t com¬ 
municating clearly and 
seemed confused. 

She had had a stroke. 
The brain attack left her 
with no function on the 
right side of her body. 
She couldn’t make sense 
of her words or walk on 
her own, and her memo¬ 
ry was muddled. 

Doctors at Holland 
Hospital said Scheving’s 
future was looking bleak. 

“At first they told me 


I wasn’t going to live. 
They even talked about 
nursing homes.” 

Scheving ended up 
at Mary Free Bed Reha¬ 
bilitation Hospital in 
Grand Rapids and spent 
28 days under the care 


of a rehab team made up 
of physical therapists, 
occupational therapists, 
recreational therapists, 
speech and language 
pathologists and social 
workers. 

They helped her to re¬ 
learn simple day-to-day 


tasks like walking, talk¬ 
ing and eating. 

It was a fairly ordi¬ 
nary stay and treatment 
plan, Barb Fishback, 
Scheving’s speech and 
language pathologist, 
said. But for Scheving, 


the care and the hope she 
received during those 
four weeks was extraor- 
dinaryand saved her 
from a life of misery. 

“I thank God that I 
have been able to have 
the recovery and support 
that I’ve had.” 


With grace be to God, 
Scheving said, just six 
months after her stroke, 
she was back communi¬ 
cating again. She’s now 
on disability but is teach¬ 
ing Bible school classes 
at her church and regu¬ 
larly has motivational 
speaking engagements 
across the state. She 
uses her experience to 
share her story of joy 
and faith. 

The recovery she has 
made and the joy she 
has in her heart is cause 
for celebration. Wednes¬ 
day marked exactly five 
years since her stroke 
so Scheving made a 
visit to Mary Free Bed 
with cake and balloons 
to say “thanks” to the 
therapists who helped 
her regain her hope and 
freedom. 

“I wanted to tell 
them ‘thank you,’ thank 
you for hope restored. 
That’s what they do. 
They restore hope in 
people.” 

The visit was a pleas¬ 
ant surprise for the staff. 

“I was just very 
pleased for her that she 
feels so positive about 
her recovery and that 
she wanted to share that 
with us,” Fishback said. 


“I’m very happy for her 
and, I think it’s pretty 
special.” 

Scheving’s stroke 
left her with aphasia, 
a language disruption 
that affects one’s abil¬ 
ity to talk, read and 
write. Many people after 
they’ve improved from 
their aphasia still have 
some mild issues com¬ 
municating, Fishback 
said, so for Scheving to 
have reached a point 
where she can speak in 
front of others again is 
“phenomenal.” 

Scheving said every 
now and then she does 
get tripped up and can’t 


think of the correct 
wording, but she works 
through it and carries on 
with a smile on her face. 

“I choose joy,” Schev¬ 
ing said. “There have 
been some really dark 
days, and I want to cel¬ 
ebrate every day that’s 
not like that.”
